NNA  HISTORY 


On  September  8,  1955,  the  Lincoln  Coin 
Club  invited  all  collectors  from  the  state 
to  attend  their  Ladies  Night  Banquet  to  be 
held  December  3.  This  was,  in  effect,  the 
first  meeting  of  the  N.N.A.  Fifty  four 
members  where  present  including  Dr.  and 
Mrs.  Judd  and  Lew  Regan,  then  Secretary  of 
the  American  Numismatic  Association.  Plans 
for  the  first  convention  and  bourse,  to  be 
held  the  following  spring,  were  discussed 
and  it  was  decided  to  pattern  the  new  ass¬ 
ociation  after  the  Kansas  and  Oklahoma 
clubs.  The  first  convention  was  then  held 
in  April  of  1956  at  the  Hotel  Lincoln  in 
Lincoln . 

The  objects  of  the  Nebraska  Numismatic 
Association  are  to  advance  the  knowledge 
of  numismatics  through  education,  history 
and  science;  to  bring  about  cooperation 
between  collectos;  to  acquire  and  dissem¬ 
inate  worthy  numismatic  information;  and 
to  bring  the  numismatists  of  Nebraska  into 
a  closer  relationship.
